Neither 
the Secretarv ^A War nor the commandants of 
the posts have the slightest control over the 
venders of the stutT which the so)jdier buys and 
drinks, nor over the management of the places 
where the drinking is done until all the money 
of the soldier has been passed over the bar of 
the dive or taken from his pockets after a 
drugging has been administered. The cause of 
genuine dissipation has been advanced by the 
abolition of the canteen — but not the cause of 
genuine temperance. 

In the days of the canteen the soldier drank 
no more than was good for him, and was not 
allowed to attempt the feat. In the days o 
the dive he drinks as much as he wants to drink 
of the vilest quality of liquor, or he drinks as 
much as the divekeeper thinks he ought to be 
allowed to drink until dm^^^g time is at hand 
In making his campaign for the Presidency,8ays 
The Commercial Tribune, Dr. Swallow might 
take up the subject and attempt to explain 
away the facts which every officer of the army 
-^save two— have detailed of the evil effects o 
the abolition of the canteen and the growth o 
the dive just outside the lines of the military 
reservations.
